. Senate mAssembly, do enact as follows :

Sroron ‘1. Whenever an executior shall not have been
' idsued within the time allowed by law, after the recovery
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of any judgment, in any court of record within this state,
the plaintiff, in any snch judgment, may sue out a writ of
sotre factas to be issued out of the same court, by which
the sheriff shall be commanded té summon the party
against whom it issued, to appear before such court, at a
certain day, to show if he have anything to say, why such
plaintiff ought not to have execution of such judgment;
and if, after being duly summoned, he do not come at the
day, or do come and say nothing why execution ounght
not to be had, an execution shall thereupon issue accord-
ing to the force, form and effect of the said recovery.
Bro. 2. Writs of scire facias shall also be issued in the
cases not otherwise provided by law, to revive & judgment
against the pereonal representatives of any deceased de-
fendants, or in favor of the personal representatives of any
deceased plaintiff'; or where the situation of either party
is changed by marriage; or to continue a esuit by or
against the representatives of either party, whoshall have
died in the progress thereof. But such writs, against the
personal representatives of any party, shall be issmed
